B E IT KNOWN and made manifeft, 
that we, the fubferibers, have 
tormetj a company or limited partner- 
(tiip, and do hereby aflbeiafe and agree 
with each other, to condudt bufinefs 
in the manner herein after fpecifitfd 
and deferibed, by and under the name 
p.nd (tyle of “ The Prefident and di¬ 
rectors of the Union Bank of Mary¬ 
land and we do hereby mutually co¬ 
venant and agree, that the following 
are and (Hall be the fundamental arti¬ 
cles of this our affociation and agree¬ 
ment with each other, by which we, 
and all perfons who at any time here¬ 
after may tranfadl bufinefs with the 
laid company, (hall be bound and con¬ 
cluded. 

Article I. The capital ftock of 
the faid company (hall eonfift of 
THREE MILLIONS of DOLLARS, 
money of the United States \fintt hun¬ 
dred thoufand dollars of the laid (lock 
fhall be referved until the legillature 
inay incorporate the cqmpany, and 
may he fubferibed for by the (late, if 
defired by the legifiattlre thereof; this 
refervation, however, (hall not conti¬ 
nue for more than five years from the 
firft eledlion of directors.

The books, papers, 
correfpondence and funds of the com¬ 
pany, (hall at all times be fubjedt to the 
infpedtion of the diredtors. 

Article 7. The faid board of di- 
fedtors lhall have power to appoint a 
cafhier, and all other officers and fer¬ 
vants for exetuting the bufinefs of the 
company ; and to eftablifh the com- 
penfation to be paid to the prefident 
and all other officers and fervants of th« 
company refpedtively ; alf Which, to¬
